The debate was opened by Mr. 
Seymour Cocks (Labour), who 
moved an amendment to the Ad- 
dress regretting that the King’s 
speech contained no assurance that 
British troops would not be used to 
disarm the friends of democracy in 
Greece and other parts of Europe, 
or to ME popular movements 
“which had valorously assisted in 
the defeat of the enemy,” and upon 
whose success they must rely for 
future friendly co-operation in 
Europe. 

“To-day on the sacred soil of 
Athens, in the shadow of the 
Acropolis,” he said, “British sol- 
diers and Greek patriots lie dead, 
side by side, each with an Allied 
bullet in his heart. and I ask the 
Government immediately to put an 
end to this fratricidal strife. 

“Does the Prime Minister claim 
to appoint Prime Ministers to Allied 
States as he might appoint a few 
parliamentary secretaries, or as 
Hitler appoints gauleiters in dif- 
ferent countries? That accords ill 
with British tradition.” 


He suggested that one of 
Britain’s ablest statesmen should 
fly to Greece, declare an armis- 
tice, and call a conference of the 
various parties to form a National 
Government. 


Mr. Churchill, replying to the

It 
is that these countries shall be freed 
from the German armed power, and 
that, under conditions of normal 
tranquility, they shall have a free 
universal vote to decide the Go- 
vernment of their country, except 
the Fascist régime, and whether that 
Government shall be to the Left or 
to the Right.

“We hope the end of the war is

“Our national responsibility to- 
day is to bring the war to a 
victorious conclusion. We cannot 
relax, for, if we do, it gives our 
enemies an opportunity to recover 
from the staggering blows they are 
receiving. 

“We have our foes down. Let 
us be sure that no act of ours 
permits them to rise. 

‘The manufacturers of the United 
States, together “with their workers, 
have provided the tools with whic 
great successes have been won. They 
must continue to do so. No machine 
or person needed for work can be 
spared as long as our armed forces 
have a need that has not been met. 
When this has been done, our mills, 
our factories and our shops may 
turn to the pursuits of peace.” 


First Bishop of
